SfiGULAELT  AUTHOIUZED  SERVICE 

1.  General  provisions.— (a)  "Regularly  authorized  service,"  ''^^^^^^^jj^^^^ 
izatioiis."  and  "regular  service"  are  syuonymous  tenns  and  have  re»w»oe  » 
service  autliorized  by  formal  wders  issued  by  the  deparUnent.  . 

(&)  Regular  aathorisatioiis  of  full  railway  post  office,  apartment  railway 
noBt  oflica  and  foU  storage  cars  shall  be  stated  in  both  directions  and  shall  be 
SeJnaximum  space  needed  in  either  direction  of  a  round-trip  car  run  between 
established  railway  passenger  or  freight  division  points  or  Junctions  at  which 
the  trains  are  scheduled  to  stop.  Such  authorisatioKis  shall  be  restricted  to  the 
needs  of  the  service  between  stated  established  raUway  passenaer  or  fmgbt 
division  points  or  junctions.    (See  pars,  (e),  (fir),  and  (/i).) 

(c)  Regular  authorizations  of  closed-pouch  service  shall  be  stated  one 
direction  only.  The  same  regular  unit  shall  be  authorized  on  every  <iay  ^the 
week  upon  which  closed-pouch  mails  are  regularly  carried.  Be^lar  aothoriM- 
tions  shaU  not  be  changed  en  route  at  oth«r  ttan  Juncti<m  or  divieton  points, 
but  ttey  may  begin  at  the  point  where  closed-pouch  space  becomes  necessary 
and  may  be  terminated  at  the  point  where  the  last  mails  are  dispatched. 
Where  necessary  space  for  closed-pouch  mails  begins  at  difcerent  points 
between  the  same  junctions  or  division  points  on  different  days  of  the  week, 
the  authorization  for  every  day  of  the  wedk  <m  which  mails  are  carried  shaU 
be^  at  the  first  point  at  which  mails  are  received  on  any  day  of  the  week, 
wad  la  .the  same  manner  the  authorization  for  every  day  of  the  week  on  which 
mails  are  carried  shall  terminate  at  the  farthest  point  at  which  the  last 
mails  are  dispatched  on  any  day  of  the  week.  The  regular  unit  of  an  original 
authorization  shall  be  the  smallest  unit  that  wiU  fllseeiiiQiodate  tlie  mal» i«n 
60  percent  or  more  of  ilie  days  of  the  week  on  whicai  4he  mam  are  regrtariy 
carried.    (See  pars,  {g)  and  (t)  and  rule  2.)  ^  ^  «  ^ 

(d)  Regular  authorizations  of  lesser  units  of  storage  space  shall  be  stated  to 
cover  the  maximum  space  needed  in  either  direction  of  a  round  trip.  If  the 
railroad  company  uses  any  part  of  the  car  designated  ovor  any  pari  <tf.>  the 
return  movement  and  mails  are  ^apatdied  ^lairtn,  the  company  will  be  wan- 
yensftted  f or  the  unit  of  space  necessary  to  acwmmiodate  the  mails  between 
the  points  they  are  carried.  Where  the  railroad  company  uses  the  baggage  car 
in  both  directions  on  a  round  trip  in  which  the  authorized  storage  space  is 
provided,  and  the  volume  of  mail  on  the' return  trip  necessitates  varying  units 
of  space,  the  outbound  unit  shaU  be  authorized  in  the  train  (ia  either  ^iveQ- 
tion>'  te  ^riddb  ^ipwater  iq?aee  is  needed  and  the  return  unit  stated  ''DH. 
If  the  same  unit  of  space  is  needed  regularly  in  both  directions  it  shall  be 
stated  as  active  in  both  trains.  Where  a  smaller  storage  unit  is  required  and 
used  in  the  return  movement  than  is  provided  for  under  the  DH  authoriaation 
such  smaller  unit  shall  be  considered  as  in  lieu  of  the  r^ular  DH  authortaattoi> 
and  not  treated  as  emergracy*  15ie  same  reguliur  lesser  unit  of  storage  space 
shall  be  authorized  on  every  day  of  the  week  upon  which  storage  mails  are- 
regularly  carried  in  lesser  units.  Regular  authorizations  shall  not  be  changed 
en  route  at  other  than  junction  or  division  points,  but  they  may  begin  at  the 
point  where  storage  space  becomes  necessary  and  may  be  terminated  at 
point  where  the  last  maUs  are  dispatched.  Wliere  necessary  space  for  lesser 
atorac^e  mails  begins  at  different  points  between  the  same  junctions  or  divisiom 
points  on  different  days  of  the  week,  the  authorization  for  every  day  of  the 
we<^  on  which  mails  are  carried  shall  begin  at  the  first  point  at  whi£h  mail»

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are  received  on  any  day  of  the  week,  and  in  the  same  manner  the  authorization 
for  every  day  of  the  week  on  which  mails  are  carried  shall  terminate  at  the 
farthest  point  at  which  the  last  mails  are  dispatched  on  any  day  of  the  week. 
The  regular  uuit  of  an  original  authorization  shall  be  the  smallest  unit  that 
will  accommodate  the  nmils  on  50  percent  or  more  of  the  days  of  the  week 
mi  which  the  mails  are  regiiarly  carried.    (See  pars,  {g)  and  (i)  and  rule  2.) 

(e)  The  roxmd-trip  car  run  of  full  railway  post  oflBce,  apartment  railway  post 
office,  and  full  storage  cars  shall  be  the  round-trip  movement  of  the  particular 
unit  between  the  established  passenger  or  freight  division  points  or  junctions 
covered  by  the  anthorization, 

(f)  like  roond-trip  car  rnn  of  regulBx  lesser  units  of  storage  space  shall  be 
from  the  point  of  authorization  to  the  end  of  the  ai^horlaation  of  the  particular 
limit  and  return  to  the  point  of  authorization. 

(g)  For  the  purpose  of  stating  authorizations  of  all  classes  of  service,  estab- 
lished division  terminals  as  shown  in  thie  working  timetable  of  the  railroad  . 
o»qmny,<j^aU  be  »««isideiM  ^  •««^blidiea''fStI#a3r  passenger  or  freight 
division  points." 

■  (h)  For  the  purpose  of  stating  authorizations  of  full  railway  post  office, 
apartment  railway  post  office,  and  full  storage  cars,  points  upon  a  carrier's 
own  line  where  its  tracks,  upon  which  trains  are  operated,  cross  or  diverge, 
ahall  be  emOAereA  as  "jnnctloiK^ :  Provided,  OSiat  where  two  or  mote  eam^ 
pan^pate  in  lotnt  operation  of  tlie  Jnnctton,  it  shall  be  considered  as  <mai»ni 
*to  all  carriers  so  participating. 

(i)  For  the  purpose  of  stating  authorizations  of  closed-pouch  or  lesser  units 
of  storage  space,  points  where  two  railroad  lines  of  the  same  or  of  different 
-companies  cross  or  diverge,  and  at  wliich  mails  are  regnlarly  received  or  dis- 
patched by  any  trabi,  shall  be  considered  as  "Jimctions."  This  rule  does  not 
require  a  physical  connectlmi  betweai  the  railroad  lines  at  such  points,  by 
switch  or  otherwise. 

(j)  Regular  authorizations  of  all  classes  of  service  shall  be  omitted  on  holi- 
days and  days  after  holidays  when  there  is  no  need  for -service  ron  such  days. 

(k)  Before  making  rectMnmendation  for  anthorlaaticm  of  lesser  r^snlar  stor- 
age units,  the  Railway  Mail  Service  should  ascertain  from  the  railroad  company, 
where  practicable,  whether  pay  for  the  return  movement  of  such  space  will  be 
claimed.  In  order  that  the  railroad  company  may  determine  whether  or  not 
it  will  waive  claim  to  compensation  for  return  movement,  the  company  should 
be  informed  in  advance  as  to  the  train  to  wMch  it  is  proposed  to  state  smA 
vrtmm  movement. 

(I)  Where  authorized  units  of  space  are  to  be  returned  deadhead,  that  fact 
Aould  be  indicated  by  suffixing  "DH"  to  the  train  number;  thus,  Train  3  (DH). 

(m)  Where  railway  post  office  car  service  is  authorized  in  a  train  on  6  days 
of  the  week  and  closed-pouch  service  is  needed  on  the  remaining  day  <«t  the 
'week,  a  dssed-ponch  miit  may  be  attthoriaed  on  such  day  of  the  week,  the  sise 
of  such  vaAt  to  be  determined  by  the  volume  of  mall  handled  on  the  day  of  the 
week  covered  by  the  closed-pouch  authorization  without  taking  into  account 
the  volume  of  storage  mails  that  may  be  handled  in  the  train  on  the  other  days 
of  the  week.  The  same  rule  will  apply  where  the  volume  of  mail  on  the 
remaining  day  of  the  week  is  such  as^tc^  reqrni^  more  than  JS  feet  of  space-in 
the  train  .and  it  becomes  necessary  t9  authorize  a  imit  of -storage  space 'of  18  *  * 
feet  or  more.  This  rule  will  also  apply  in  determining  the  size  of  the  closed- 
pouch  unit  where  a  full  storage  car  is  authorized  in  a  closed-pouch  train  on 
■certain  days  of  the  week  and  closed-pouch  service  is  needed  on  the  remaining 
day  or  days  of  the  week, 

2»  Mare  than  50  percent  nde^*— («)  Whenever  a  regular  authorization  of 
dosed-powA  or  storage  space  of  less  than  30  feet  is  exceeded,  but  not  beyond 
the  capacity  of  a  30-foot  unit,  on  more  than  50  percent  of  the  trips  in  any 
-calendar  month,  the  appropriate  higher  unit  of  30  feet  or  less  which  will 
accommodate  the  mails  on  50  percent  or  more  of  the  trips  shall  be  authorised. 
A  r^nlar  anthoriiation  of  doeed-ponch  or  storage  space  of  90  feet  or  less  sliall 
be  reduced  to  the  appropriate  smaller  unit  that  would  have  accommodated  the 
mails  on  more  than  50  percent  of  the  trips  in  any  calendar  month.  (See  rule  1, 
paragraphs  (c)  and  id).)  Whenever  a  regular  authorization  of  30  feet  or 
less  is  exceeded  beyond  the  capacity  of  a  30-foot  imit  on  more  than  50  percent 
of  the  trips  on  any  day  of  the  week  in  any  calendar  month,  a  full  storage  car 
of  t3ie  appropriate  Iragth  of  60  or  70  feet  shall  be  anthorized  on  such  day  of 
the  )veek.

Sian  the  1st  day  of  any  month  (except  December),  changes  in  space  authoriza- 
tions, if  any,  as  provided  by  the  more  than  50-percent  rule  shall  be  made  on 
the  basis  of  the  mails  carried  from  the  date  the  size  of  the  unit  was  c^^auged^ 
to  the  last  day  of  the  month,  provided  that  the  number  of  days  in  such  p^too: 
is  not  less  than  14,  and  shaU  become  ^beUve  on  Uie  1st  day  of  the  mooeeaUic;

(c)  Whenever  on  anv  day  of  the  week  on  which  no  service  is  regularly- 
authorized,  the  mails  are  carried  on  more  than  50  percent  of  the  trips  on  sucb 
day  during  the  previous  calendar  month,  a  unit  of  simce  of  appropriate  size  t» 
cover  that  day  shall  be  authorized.  Whenever  on  a  particular  ctoy  of  the  week 
cm  which  service  is  r^olarly  anthorized,  no  mails  are  carried  on  50  percent  or 
more  of  the  trips  on  such  day  during  the  previous  calendar  month,  the  authori- 
sation shall  be  restated  to  omit  that  particular  day.    (See  rule  1,  paragraphs^

(d)  Under  the  application  of  this  rule,  emergency  fiOl-Btorage^  cars  willnat

3.  Seventy-foot  storage  car,  regular  authorization— Where  a  <0-foot  storage 

car  is  regularly  operated  and  more  than  60  feet  of  space  is  regularly  needed  f«r 
the  accommodation  of  the  mails,  a  7(Woot  storage  car  and  return  movement 
ShaU  be  r^larly  anthorised  on  the  days  of  the  week  on  which  such  car  is 
needed.  Where  the  storage  car  oi^erated  under  the  above  conditions  is  more 
than  60  feet  but  less  than  70  feet  in  length,  a  70-foot  storage  car  shall  be 
authorized  and  the  comi>any  allowed  pay  pro  rata.  The  same  generalrulw^

4.  Bans  for  detmakiing  Unear  feet  of  regular  and  emerg«icy  closed-pouch 
and  storage  space —In  determining  the  number  of  linear  feet  on  both  sides  of 
car  needed  for  carrying  the  mails  in  closed-pouch  or  storage  units  of  3,  6,  9,  12, 
and  15  feet  or  in  storage  units  of  18,  21,  24.  27,  and  30  feet,  in  baggage  OT  oy^ 
size  distributing  cars,  52  sacks  of  mail  shall  be  conrfdered  equivalent  to  3  llaear 
feet  botii  sides  of  the  car,  and  1%  outside  packages  shall  be  considered  eqin^'a- 
lent  to  1  sack :  Provided,  That  in  exceptional  cases  units  of  15  feet  or  over  may

6.  Storage  space  (regular  or  «a«g«icy)  in  •▼erase  railway  post-oflice 
car^(a)  Where  a  fuU  or  apartment  railway  post-office  car  and  a  unit  of  stor- 
age space  are  authorized  in  a  train,  and  the  space  in  the  railway  post-office  car 
operated  exceeds  the  authorized  railway  post-office  unit  by  1  Iniear  foot  or 
more,  both  sides  of  the  car,  the  available  excess  space  in  the  raUwuy  post-office- 
car  may  be  used  for  the  carriage  of  all  or  a  part  of  the  mail  due  to  be  accom- 
modated in  the  storage  unit,  with  the  imd»standii«  that  no  pay  vdU  be  allowed 
for  the  unused  excess  space  in  the  raUway  post-office  car  in  the  return  movement.

(o)  Whei«  all  of  tiie  mail  due  to  be  tranqportecl  In  an  authorized  storage  unit 
can  be  accommodated  in  the  excess  space  in  an  oversize  full  or  apartment 
railway  post-office  car  in  the  initial  movement  and  a  smaller  storage  unit  is 
sufficient  to  accommodate  the  storage  mails  in  the  train  in  the  return  moTO- 
ment,  compensation  will  be  allowed  only  for  such  storage  unit  as  may  be* 
actually  required  for  the  aceemmodatioii  of  the  matts  in  the  return  movemeBt. 
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id)  Where  the  mail  doe  to  he  transported  in  an  authorized  storage  unit

{€)  Where  an  oversize  full  or  apartment  railway  posNMffice  car  is  furmsiiea 
to  fill  an  authorized  unit  <rf  railway  post-ofltee  car  space  of  30  feet  or  15  feet^ 
respectivelj,  flie  clear  storage  space  due  under  the  authorization  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  count  of  sacks,  as  follows :  For  30-foot  apartment,  139  sacks ;  and  for 
15-foot  apartment,  55  sacks.  In  addition  to  the  clear  storage  space  due  under 
the  authorization,  the  space  in  front  of  doors  and  in  the  aisles  in  the  car  is 
considered  avaUable  for  the  accommodation  of  storage  mails  to  the  extent  that 
stieli  space  would  be  available  were  a  standard  car  of  the  unit  authorized 
actually  operated-  (The  clear  storage  space  indicated  is  based  on  the  storage

if)  Where  a  70-foot,  60-foot,  or  30-foot  standard  railway  post-office  car 
is  optfi^  to  fill  an  authorlzati<m  fofr  a  eo-foot  railway  post-officfe  car  or.ft> 
3ft4bot  or  l&foot  apartment  car,  respectively,  and  the  available  storage  space 
in  the  car  in  addition  to  that  provided  under  the  railway  post-office  car  authori- 
zation  is  used  to  capacity  for  the  handling  of  storage  mails,  the  available 
storage  space  in  a  70-foot  car  when  used  to  fill  an  authorization  for  a  00-foot 
car  shall  be  consddered  as  10  feet  (measorem^t  basis) ;  in  a  OIKfoot  car  when 
used  to  fill  an  authorization  for  a  30-foot  car  as  18  feet  (measurement  basis) ;

such  mails  shall  be  considered  in  lieu  of  the  deadhead  authorization  and  not  as

7.  N<mst«]idard  and  old  s^  ML  and  apartm«nt  ean^— (a)  Wfa^  the  rail- 
road company  is  unable  to  furnish  a  standard  full  railway  post  office  or  apart- 
ment car  but  operates  in  lieu  thereof  a  nonstandard  car  which  does  not  pro- 
vide as  much  storage  space  as  a  standard  car,  pro  rata  pay  will  be  allowed 
for  the  nonstandard  car  based  on  the  storage  space  furnished  as  compared  with 
the  storage  space  due  in  a  standard  car  of  the  unit  authorial:  Pmvt4ed,  That 
full  payment  may  be  allowed  when  the  entire  defici^iey  in  storage  space  is 
made  nn,  when  necessary.  In  another  part  of  the  train. 

(&)  When  a  car  smaller  than  the  unit  authorized  is  furnished  and  such  car 
provides  sufficient  distribution  facilities  for  the  particular  run  of  the  car, 
payment  will  be  allowed  pro  rata,  based  on  the  length  of  the  car  furnished 
as' compared  with  the  lengtti  of  the  unit  authorized.  If  such  car  is  deficient 
in  storage  space  as  compared  with  a  standard  car,  full  payment  may  he  al- 
lowed on  &e  basis  of  the  length  of  the  car  furnished,  provided  the  entire  de- 
ficiency in  storage  space  is  made  up,  when  necessary,  in  another  part  of  the 
teUn. 

(c)  Where  a  unit  of  storage  space  is  also  needed  In  a  train  in  which  a  non- 
standard full  railway  post  office  or  apartmrat  car  is  operated,  the  deficiency 
In  storage  space  in  the  postal  car.  if  any,  shall  he  tak^  into  account  in  de- 
termining the  size  of  the  storage  unit  to  be  authorized. 

(d)  In  determining  the  inside  lensrth  of  full  railway  post  office  and  apart- 
ment cars  as  the  basis  for  payment,  fractious  of  a  foot  shall  be  disregarded, 
if  6  inches  or  under,  and  credit  given  for  a  full  foot,  if  over  6  inches* 

(e>  Where  there  is  a  deficiency  of  distributing  facilities  in  the  car,  the  com- 
pany win  he  required  to  install  at  least  such  additional  facilities  as  are  needed 
on  the  particular  run  of  the  car  or  cars  involved.

8.  Passageway  or  part-width  apartmoit  cars.— Where  a  passageway  ot  part- 
width  apartment  ear  is  operated  to  flU  an  authorisation  for  a  standard  ai^art- 
ment  CMTftill  payment  wiU  be  allowed  for  such  car :  Provided,  That  the  num- 
ber of  square  feet  of  floor  space  furnished  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  num- 
ber of  square  feet  provided  iu  a  standard  apartment  car  of  the  size  authorized, 
and  pro  rata  payment  on.  the  s^e  basis  wiU  be  allowed  where  the  flow  space 
is  less  than  that  in  a  standlird  ear.  K  such  <»t  is  defl^ent  in  storage  ^ce 
as  compared  wili  a  standard  ear,  fun  payment  may  be  allowed  on  the  basis  of 
the  number  ^  square  feet  of  floor  space  furnished,  provided  the  entire  deficiency 
in  storage  space  is  made  up,  when  necessary,  in  another  part  of  the  train. 

9.  Apartment  cars  on  narrow-gage  lines.— Space  in  apartm«it  cars  on  nar- 
row-gage lines  wiU  be  paid  for  at  full  rates  for  standard  width  cars.  The 
amoiit  of  storage  space  which  should  be  required  in  narrow-gage  cars  shoudd 
be  tjM  amount  provided  by  the  standard  plan  of  a  narrow-gage  car  and  not  the 
amoint  vrovMted         phw  for  a  standard  gage  apartment  car.

Should  the  carrier  and  the  Department  disagree  as  to  specific  items^ 
such  items  should  not  be  included  with  the  items  which  ^orm  the  basis,  fotr 
computation  of  pay,  but  they  may  be  added  to  the  r^ovt  in  the  form  off  Ibo^

SL  Sanitation  and  cleaning  of  cars.— The  law  provides  that  no  pay  shall  oe 
allowed  for  service  by  any  railway  post-office  car  which  is  not  equipped  with 
sanitary  drinking-water  containers  and  toilet  facilities,  nor  unless  such  car  is. 
regularly  and  thoroughly  cleaned.  In  order  to  avoid  controverslee  between  tte

drinking-water  containers  and  toilet  facilities  and  is  thoroughly  <deaned.  If 
the  clerk  in  charge  discovers  any  failure  in  Oils  respect,  he  will  address  a  notton* 
of  the  defect  to  the  railroad  company,  swai  notice  to  be  in  dfuplicate,  the 
OTiginal  to  be  given  to  the  proper  local  representative  of  the  company  a«  soon 
as  possible  after  the  defect  is  discovered,  and  the  duplicate  to  be  forwarded' 
with  his  trip  report  If  the  defect  is  remedied  before  the  departure  of  the^ 
train  or  at  any  point  on  the  train  run,  notation  of  such  fact  should  be  made 
on  the  copy  sent  with  trip  r^rt  and  may  be  made  also  on  tte  copy  givea- 
to  the  railroad  company  if  presented  for  that  purpose. 

84.  Separately  operated  railroad  defined.— A  railroad  not  exceeding  100  miles

Section  1-pt.  That  hereafter  every  railroad  company  carrying  the  mails  shall 
carry  on  any  train  it  operates  and  without  extra  charge  therefor  the  persons 
In  charge  of  the  mails  and  when  on  duty  and  traveling  to  and  from  duty,  and  all 
dnly  accredited  agents  and  officers  of  the  Post  Office  Department  and  tlie  Bail* 
way  Mail  Service  and  post  office  inspects  while  travtftag  on  oOdal  baaiiiefls» 
upon  the  exhibition  of  their  credentials. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Postmaster  General  is  authorized  and  directed  to  readjust 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  railroad  companies  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  nineteen  hnndred  and  :rixteen,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
practicaMe,  for  the  transportation  and  handling  of  the  mails  and  furnishing 
facilities  and  services  in  conneetiaa  therewith  upon  the  eon^tions  and  at  the 
rates  hereinafter  provided. 

The  Postmaster.  General  may  state  railroad  mail  routes  and  authorize.  maU 
service  therecm  of  the  following  four  classes,  namely :  Foil  railway  post-oMlde 
car  service,  apartment  rafiway  port-offlee  -car  aendee^  0t0ra8e*car  searvieef  and 
closed-pouch  service. 

Full  railway  post-office  car  mail  service  shall  be  service  by  cars  forty  feet 
or  more  in  length,  constructed,  fitted  up,  and  maintained  for  the  distribution 
of  maiki  on  trains,  ^e  anthoriasatkm  of  foil  railway  post-office  cars  shall  be

for  standard-size  cars  sixty  feet  in  length,  inside  meamtemeut,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

i  yf^r^Mf  railway  post-office  car  mail  service  shall  be  service  by  apartments 
leas  than  forty  feet  in  length  in  cars  constructed,  fitted  up,  and  maintained  for 
the  distribution  of  mails  on  trains.  Two  standard  sizes  of  apartment  railway 
post-office  cars  may  be  authorized  and  paid  for,  namely,  apartments  fifteen  feet 
and  thirty  feet  in  length,  inside  measurement,  except  as  hereinafter  provided- 

8toi»ge-car  mail  service  shall  be  service  by  cars  used  for  the  storage  and 
carriage  of  mails  in  transit  other  than  by  full  and  apartment  railway  post- 
office  cars.

Service  by  full  and  apartment  railway  post-office  cars  and  storage  cars  shall 
include  the  carriage  therein  of  all  mail  matter,  equipment,  and  supplies  for 
the  mail  service  and  the  employees  of  the  PosUl  Service  or  Post  Office  De- 
partment, as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Postmastn  General  to  be  so  carried. 

Closed-ponch  mall  service  shall  be  the  transportation  and  handling  by  rail- 
road employees  of  mails  on  trains  on  which  full  or  apartment  railway  post- 
office  cars  are  not  authorized,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  authoriza- 
tions for  closed-pouch  service  shall  be  for  units  of  seven  feet  and  three  feet 
in  length,  both  sides  of  car. 

The  rates  of  payment  for  tiie  sewloes  avtitarised  in  aooovdanee  with  IMa 
section  shall  be  as  follows,  namely :

$2  as  a  CMiblned  initial  mad  tjendiiai  rate  tor  eaeb  rae^way  ta»  of  a  Allefi»- 
foot  apartment  car.' 

For  storage-car  mail  service  at  not  exceeding  21  cents  for  each  mile  of 
service  by  a  sixty-foot  car.* 

In  addition  thereto  he  may  allow  not  exceeding  $4.25  as  a  combined  Initial 
and  terminal  rate  for  each  oneway  trip  of  a  stacty-foot  car.' 

Where  authorizations  are  made  for  cars  of  the  standard  lengths  of  sixty, 
thirty,  and  fifteen  feet,  as  provided  by  this  section,  and  the  railroad  company 
is  unable  to  furnish  such  cars  of  the  length  authorized,  but  furnishes  cars  of 
lesser  length  than  those  authorized,  bat  which  are  determined  by  the  depart- 
ment  to  be  snffident  for  the  service,  the  Postmaster  General  may  accept  the 
same  and  pay  only  for  the  actual  space  furnished  and  used,  the  compensation 
to  be  not  exceeding  pro  rata  of  that  provided  by  this  section  for  the  standard 
length  so  authorized :  Provided,  That  the  Postmaster  General  may  accept  cars 
and  apartments  of  greater  length  than  those  of  the  standard  requested,  but  no 
compensation  shall  be  allowed  for  such  excess  lengths.

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Railroad  companies  whose  railroads  were  constructed  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
a  land  grant  made  by  CJongress,  on  the  condition  that  the  mails  should  be

The  initial  and  terminal  rates  provided  for  herein  shall  cover  «^p^uM  W 
loading  and  unloading  mails,  switching,  lighting,  heating,  cleaning  mail  ^rs, 
and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to  station  service  nnd  required  by  the  Post- 
master General  in  connection  with  the  mails  that  are  uot  included  in  the  car- 
mile  rate.  The  allowance  for  full  railway  post-office  cars,  apartment  rauway 
post-office  cars,  and  storage  cars  may  be  varied  in  accordance  with  the  appron* 
mate  difference  in  their  respective  cost  of  construction  and  malnteuance. 

In  onnputing  the  car  miles  of  the  full  railway  post-office  cars  and  apartment 
railway  post-office  cars,  the  maximum  space  authorized  in  either  direction  of  a 
round-trip  car  run  shall  be  regarded  as  the  space  to  be  computed  in  both  direc- 
tions, unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon.

All  cars  or  parts  of  cars  used  for  tlie  Railway  Mail  Service  shall  be  of  such 
construction,  stvle,  length,  and  character,  and  furnished  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  required  by  the  Postmaster  General,  and  shall  be  constructed,  fitted 
up  maintained,  heated,  lighted,  and  clewed  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
railroad  eompanies.  No  pay  shall  be  allowed  for  service  by  any  railway 
post-office  car  which  is  not  sound  in  material  and  construction  and  which  is 
not  equipped  with  sanitary  drinking-water  containei-s  and  toilet  facilities,  uor 
unless  such  car  is  regularly  and  thoroughly  cleaned.  No  pay  shall  be  aUowed 
for  service  by  any  wooden  full  railway  post-office  car  wdess  constructed  snb- 
stanHally  in  accordance  with  the  most  approved  plans  and  speetfieations  of 
the  Post  Office  Department  for  such  type  of  cars,  nor  for  service  by  any  wooden 
full  railway  post-office  car  run  in  any  train  between  adjoining  steel  cars,  or 
between  the  engine  and  a  steel  car  adjoining.  After  the  first  of  July,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventeen,  the  Postmaster  General  shall  not  approve  or 
allow  to  be  used,  or  pay  for  service  by,  any  full  railway  pos^office  car  not 
constructed  <rf  steel  or  steel  underframe  or  equally  indestructible  material; 
and  all  full  railway  post-office  cars  accepted  for  this  service  and  contracted 
for  by  the  railroad  companies  hereafter  shall  be  constructed  of  steel.

The  Interstate  Ck>mmerce  Commission  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed  as 
soon  as  practicaUe  to  fix  and  deterndne  ftom  time  tO'  time  the  fair  and  reaaim* 
able  rates  and  compensation  for  the  tramiqiortation  of  such  mail  matter  -by 
railway  common  carriers  and  the  service  connected  therewith,  prescribing  the 
method  or  methods  by  weight,  or  space,  or  both,  or  otherwise,  for  ascertaining 
such  rate  or  comx>ensatiou,  and  to  publish  the  same ;  and  orders  so  made  and 
poblished  shall  continue  hk  force  until  changed  by  the  eoaaoABBioa  after  dne 
notice  and  hearing. 

In  fixing  and  determining  the  fair  and  reasonable  rates  for  such  service  the 
commission  shall  consider  the  relation  existing  between  the  railroads  as  public 
service  corporations  and  the  Government,  and  tlie  nature  of  such  service  as 
distinguished,  if  there  be  a  distinction,  from  the  ordinary  transportation  busi* 
aess  of  the  raiiroada 

The  procedure  tor  the  aacertalronent  of  said  rates  and  eompmsatiOB  shall  be 
as  follows : 

Within  three  months  from  and  after  the  approval  of  this  act,  or  as  soon

The  Postmaster  General  is  authoriaed  to  employ  snch  clerical  and  ottier 
assistance  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
to  rent  quarters  in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  if  necessary,  for  the 
clerical  force  engaged  thereon,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  appropria- 
^1  for  inland  transportatloti  by  railroad  routes.  The  Postmai^r  Oenml 
flihall  file  witii  the  commission  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  transportation  of 
the  mails  on  said  railways  and  shall  embody  therein  what  he  believes  to  be 
the  reasonable  rate  or  compensation  the  said  railway  carriers  should  receive.
